NEWS ON REPUBLIC OF TEXAS 

In recent issues of The ACE we have been taking a look at the Republic of Texas movement This 
scmi-militia group has a clandestine radio connection because of a Press Release that they 
distributed on their future plans to operate a new 50 Kw medium wave transmitter fiom 
somewhere within Texas. The group maintains that Texas was illegally annexed to the United 
States in 1845, and that it therefore is still a republic with all rights of a sovereign nation. They 
claim that the FCC has no jurisdiction over them. It turned out that the Press Release on the big 
signal medium wave transmitter was probably "blowing smoke." An e-mail contact address for 
additional information turned out to be bogus. As we mentioned before, however, the group does 
maintain an information web page on the internet. It's still active. If you want to check it out, 
http:/A¥ww.fla$h.net/--robertk/ is the URL to use. They list a postal address at Republic of 
Texas, PO Box 460554, San Antonio, Republic of Texas TPZ 78246. A telephone number of 
(210) 349-8994 and a fax number of (210) 377^248 arc also listed 

ACE member Gigi Lytle of Texas, on her way to Hungary to visit Radio Budapest, sends in a copy 
of an Associated Press article printed in the May 12 edition of the Lubbock Avalanche-Journal. 
On May 10, six people were sentenced to various prison sentences by US District Judge Ed Prado 
in San Antonio. They were convicted of mail fraud when they used "bogus money orders in what 
prosecutors claim was a protest of the federal banking system."

and United States authorities. For instance, on May 4, Richard Lance of McLaren, Texas "was 
captured and forcefully removed" from a tractor that he was driving on his farm by US Marshall, 
lance is identified as the "diplomatic ambassador" of the Republic of Texas. The group demands 
that he be released, and that while he is in federal custody, that he be treated as a diplomatic 
prisoner of war under the Geneva Convention. Lance was arrested for civil contempt of court on a 
charge levied by Senior US District Judge Lucius D. Bunion II of the Western District of Texas.

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Joel Rose of suburban Cleveland, who is well known to residents of northeast Ohio for his many 
years as a television and radio host in Cleveland, sends in an inquiry about Harald Kurd's list of 
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clandestine stations that is posted on the internet. Joel tried to reach this site many times, but was 
unsuccessful. We checked the URL for Harold's site, and Joel confirmed that the correct address 
was not getting through to the site. However, I checked it again and found that Harold's list is still 
there, with http://up4c03.gwdg.de/~tailil/cl. as the URL to use. If it turns out that like Joel, your 
server has a bellyache when trying to contact this site, it is mirrored at 
http://www.dandiop.cooi/~jcnii«ii^ra.html on part of the excellent Free Radio Network site 
maintained by John Cruzan and Kirk Trummel. 

Veteran DXer Don Moore of Iowa sends in a request. He is continually expanding and updating 
his One hrtp://www.mcresLedu/~fnoore/patepluma.html web site with additional material 
related to Latin American DXing.

LA VOZ DEL CID 

It was a pleasant surprise this month to hear from Vito Echeverea of New York. Many of you will 
remember Vito's contributions over the years to Glenn Mauser's radio program and publications. HI 
let him speak for himself 

Tve DXed and wrote profiles of clandestine stations based in Central America (particularly during 
the 198tfs) and Colombia, as well as on Africa and the Mid-East. During the mid-1980's I caught 
the clandestine radio bug when I got my Sony ICR-2001 receiver around 1983, and began 
receiving broadcasts from stations like El Salvador's "Radio Venceremos" and especially the 
Nicaragua "contra" station Vce de Sandino" (from Eden Pastora's group ARDE). Unlike its 
competitor "Radio 15 de Sepuembre," "Voz de Sandino" also broadcasted in English and the 
Miskito inditm dialect I have tapes of these broadcasts 

I also followed the radio war that took place between Libya and Sudan in the mid-1980's, when 
Libya was broadcasting "Voice of the Sudanese Popular Revolution" while Sudan was 
transmitting the anti-Quaddafi program "Voice of the Libyan People." In addition, I have kept pace 
vvimotr»Jclaiidesdnes ) aiKirudevaui^aixliotaixs.''

MASVGA MONITORS wr.rr. WRNO AND RFPI 

ACE member Alan Masyga of Minnesota has been spending some time monitoring the 
programming on USA licensed stations WGTG and WRNO. Alan points out that The Baker 
Report is a major purchaser or WGTG airtime. Many of the shows ask for $15 donations from 
listeners to keep the show on the air. Alan points out that many, but not all, of the WGTG 
programs are associated with The Baker Report. 

Alan has also spotted American Dissident Voices, Kevin Alford Strom's voice of the National 
Alliance, on WRNO. He had heard rumors that WRNO was going to take them ofT the air, but 
these rumors have proven to be unfounded I can confirm that the show still seems to be scheduled 
at 1630 UTC on Saturdays via WRNO on 15420 kHz. This is not the only time that the station airs 
the program 

Alan also heard the Far Right Radio Review program on Radio for Peace International in Costa 
Rica Alan lists the time as "6:00 am " on 7385 kHz, although he doesn't mention the day of the 
week. The current RFPI schedule lists the program on Sundays at 0400, 1100, and 2200 UTC on 
Mondays at 0600 UTC, on Tuesdays at 1800, on Wednesdays at 0200 and 0900 UTC and on 
Saturdays at 2000 UTC. The show is broadcast live during the Wednesday 0200 slot, the other 
airings are repeats. The Tuesday and Saturday UTC shows are heard on 6200 and 15050 kHz, 
while all other shows are via RFFTs 6205 and 7385 kHz transmitters. 

As the program name implies, the show specializes in following the activities of far right 
broadcasters, mainly in the United States. Quite a few of these fall over the line into quasi- 
clandestine broadcasters, although they also cover things like the Rush Limbaugh and Gordon 
Liddy talk shows. Some of the good information that RFPI digs up in this project make it into their 
internet web page. A URL of http:/Av^.d l irfcnet;pub/c W 1lkin l /rfpi/frwr.html takes you to 
this site. Actually, it's a good source of information on far and publicity for risht wine internet 
sites, which is probably not what RFF1 has in mind. * 

CLANDESTINE STATION NTrws 

We have a reasonably large amount of clandestine news that has piled up from BBCMS via 
Monitoring Times magazine. Let's take a look at it. 

Palestine- After an Israeli air raid on April 14 that hit the station, Hezbollah's radio station Voice 

^ ^, C> ", BBCMS n0teS to* Rfldi0 Donkerhoek in Pretoria and Radio Majuba in northern 
Kwa^ulu/Natal are regular local unlicensed broadcasters with a right wing political agenda We 
have no chance at all to DX these FM stations, even during summer slap sesLoru 
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Colombia- As announced by Colombian Communications Minister Juan Manuel Turbay, the 
Council of State has suspended "the decree on the allocation of FM and local and community 
broadcasting licenses." About 180 FM and 2,000 community radio stations had been proposed 
under this legislation, ft is unclear when this suspension might be lifted, so that the stations could 
go on the air. When asked about pirate radio stations that were going to operate even if they did 
not get a license from this new process (now suspended), Turbay said, "We always have tools to 
adopt the necessary decisions. These tools existed before the existence of the decree. The ministry 
has the instruments to make decisions on the clandestine radio stations that are not regulated." I 
believe that this whole process is related to local community broadcasting stations, not to the 
currently inactive pure clandestine Radio Patria Libre. 

Israel- Inspectors from the Israel Ministry of Communications and the Tel Aviv police busted two 
pirates, Radio 2000 and Radio Star, on May 3. The stations were broadcasting to private homes in 
Tel Aviv. A Voice of Israel broadcast said that, "The pirate operations were interfering with flight 
communications networks at Ben Gurion airport." (This sounds like the old FCC press releases 
that claimed that aircraft in flight and ambulances were interfered with by pirates on 7415 kHz; 
this was in the days before the Voice of America took up residence on 7415 kHz and began to 
interfere with ambulances and aircraft in flight.) Israeli authorities said that three suspects had 
been arrested, and that equipment had been impounded. 

Cuba- Glenn Hauser, quoting an April 27 Miami Herald article on World of Radio, says that 
President Bill Clinton has authorized a move of the Radio Marti headquarters from Washington to 
Miami. The Office of Cuba Broadcasting, which is the agency that operates both Radio Marti and 
TV Marti, is moving its 200 person staff to Florida from DC. Jorge Mas Canosa, head of the 
Cuban American National Foundation, was instrumental in this move and in a provision in the bill 
authorizing it that will hinder an investigation into whether Mas has used the Marti operation to 
advance his political objectives. 

Czechoslovakia- The Czech news agency CTK reported on April 5 that 70 to 90 million crowns 
were spent each year during the cold war to maintain Czech jamming transmitters directed against 
Radio Free Europe, the Voice of America, Deutsche Welle, and the BBC. Italy, Spain, France, and 
the Vatican were also jammed, as were TV signals transmitted from Germany and Austria. 

Iraq- BBCMS reports that the Voice of Rebellious Iraq is still heard on 6064 kHz from 1200- 
1430 UTC. They also use 1386 kHz medium wave from 1730-2000 UTC. Radio of Jihad, Voice 
of the Islamic Movement in Iraq, uses 1111 kHz medium wave for an hour at 1500 UTC, 
abandoning the former 6064 kHz shortwave transmitter. We cant hear any of these transmissions 
of course, but it seems clear that both of these stations are using the same transmitter facilities 
BBCMS thinks that the transmitters are in Iran. 

Iran- Two additional Middle East clandestines are the Voice of Mojahed and the Voice of Iranian 
Kordestan. BBCMS has the V of M from 1610-2000 UTC on 3850, 4250, 4460, 4650, 5170, and 
5470 kHz All of the frequencies are variable to avoid jamming, sometimes during a broadcast. 
BBCMS hears the V of DC on 4190v kHz, also movable to avoid jamming, from 1300-1430 and 
0230-0400 UTC. IVe heard the latter transmission occasionally from North America. 

Somalia- Finally, BBCMS notes a new Holy Koran Radio directed to Somalia on 6545 kHz at 
1500 UTC. The ID translated into English is "This is Holy Koran Radio, the voice of Ahlu Suraiah 
Waljama, Mogadishu." In Somali as actually broadcast the II) is, "Idaa'adda Quraanka Kariimka, 
ee Codka Ahlu Sunnah Waljama, Moqdisho."

But, the favorite one I got at this time was from Alltronics [2300 Zenker Road, San Jose. CA 
95131, order line 408-943-9773, BBS is 408-943-0622. no 800 #]. These are the folks with 
STUFF III ft' s too hard to describe all the goodies they have, just get the catalog and SEE! 
What surprised me was two things: their low minimum order [only $5] and their vast 
selection of discrete parts, such as capacitors. As many of you know, some of the kits 
tread: AM/FM transmitters!] we put together and use are drifty due to bargain-basement 
Well, Alltronics has silver mica [!] caps from 1pf to 330nf and nearly everything in 
! This is good news, since it's extremely hard sometimes to find a 33pf mica cap. 
much less a 1pft Good news for folks trying to lock down those oscillators! 

Now, off the beaten path a bit for you Realistic DX-440 AM/FM/SW radio owners, you know 
this receiver didn't come with a "record out" jack and trying to record from the Earphone jack 
stinks! The funny thing is, the DX-440 Tech Manual shows a 5-pin DIN jack -for European 
use only- . whereas the Sangean ATS-803A [same radio] has it installed. Being bun-headed, 
I finally took time to crack the case of my own DX-440 after reading the Manual and all the 
traces are there, its just Rad Shaq left the 5-pin DIN jack out & installed a flat plug in the 
case to block the hold instead. 

Just go to Rad Shaq, purchase a 5-pin DIN jack [#247-005C] and mating plug [f274-003A]; 
carefully drill two teeny-tiny mounting holes after positioning the jack; I had to tilt mine slightly 
back to dear everything inside. Remove the jack, solder on three wires about 5" long [see 
pin #mg below] - you can trim the excess later - and reinstall the jack. Route the wires down 
under the PC board & back over the top facing you and solder to the right, left & ground pads 
(see diagram]. As per standard 5-pin DIN numbering, pin 1 is right, pin 4 is left and pin 2 is 
ground; these are aH you need. If you wish, you can wire right & left separately, but I shorted 
mine together for mono, since I'm on the go so much and use a mono portable recorder. 
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Now, make up a mating patch cord with the 5-pin DIN plug, an appropriate length of wire and 
the audio plug of your choice on the other end for your recorder... 

[Of course, one could use a 1/4" jack, but I wanted to stay with the 5-pin standard set aside 
by Sangean when this family of radios were built, for simplicity's sake], 

I use my DX-440 as a "station monitor- and to catch the attention of folks just walking by, 
unaware that the station is actually broadcasting - when they hear the goofy or controversial 
programming, they just gotta stop! Hopefully, when I get into a position to hear an unusual 
station while I'm on the go, I'll get to tape it now! 

See, it wasn't so far off the beaten path of micro'casting - 1 just showed you a new piece of 
station equipment a station monitor that can also be recorded from! For now, mi amigos, 
amigas, viva la radio! de Bud.

onboard. The Arutz-7 management easily refuted her allegation by pointing out that the date upon 
which she claimed that we had violated the law was within the nine days of Av, a period of mourning 
on the Jewish Calendar during which it is forbidden by most opinions in Jewish taw to play songs.
